To the southeast, 84. miles away, is 
Rovno, a fortress with a population of 
40,000 at the outbreak of the war and 
at that time the headquarte,rs of the 
ll.th Russian army corps. Lublin, with ! 
65,000 inhabitants, is 100 miles due 
west, on the railroad running to War- 
saw, 209. miles away. 
Then to the 


south is Vajdimir V.olynski, 35 miles 
distant, and to the east runs the line 
which passes through Sarni on its 
way to Kiev. 


In addition to these railway connec- 


tions, Kovel is situated on the banks 
of the Turiya, one of the tributaries 
of the Pripet river, whose extensive 
marshes lie to the north where for- 
ests cover the land. 


"If the Russians continue their ad 


vance beyond Kovel they will soon br 
in the vicinity of the famous battle 
field of Dubienka, almost due west, on 
the banks of the Bug and 10 miles 
south of Dprochusk, a town on the 
Lublin-Kovel railroad. 
It was here 


that KoKsciusko, at the head of 4,- 
000 men with 10 cannons, offered a 
heroic resistance to 18,000 Russians 
with CO guns|. 
After holding the su- 


perior force in check for five days, the 
hero of Dubienka' retired unmolested 
to Warsaw. 
This brilliant achieve- 


ment took place just nine years after 
a grateful American congress had of- 
fered its public thanks to this Polish 
artillery officer, conferred upon him 
the rank of a brigadier general, ex- 
tended him the privileges of American 
citizenship, and given him landed es- 
tates in appreciation of his distin- 
guished services to this country as ad-

COSTS MONEY TO FEED MARS 


•urepean Conflicts Have Been Extra- 


ordinarily Costly to the People 


Who Paid fer Them. 


War cost Europe from tbe beginning 


of the nineteenth century up to Au- 
gust, 1014, about 65,000,000,000 francs, 
or not half of what the belligerent 
powers have already expended during 
the present conflict, according to statis- 
tics compiled by Edmond Thery, tbe 
French economist, and published In an 
article written to Indicate the progres- 
sion of the cost of war. 


The 15 years of war waged by Napo- 


leon Increased tbe public debt ot 
France by 588,000,000 francs, white tbe 
Crimean war alone cost tbe republic 
1.800,000,000, 
according to

Great Britain spent 1,550,000,000 In the 
Crimean, while that war cost Austria 
843,000,000. and Turkey and Sardinia 
together 642,000,000 francs. 
France 


spent 650,000,000 francs on the Mett 
can war, he says, and 853,000,000 in 
tbe conflict against Austria for tbe 
liberation of Italy.

lem and succeeded In reducing typhoid 
deaths by removing the causes of wa 
ter pollution. In Berkely county 
West Virginia, typhoid cases were re- 
duced from 249 In 1014 to 40 In 1015 
In .Orange county, North Carolina 
cases were reduced from 68 to V 


It was found that typhoid was 


caused in-most cases by using water 
from polluted wells and that tbe pollu- 
tion came from sources that were eas- 
ily stopped. Ignorance of the causes 
of disease was the great reason for 
Its previous prevalence. The officer 
found that when the causes of typhol 
were pointed out. there was general In- 
clination to remedy them.

COSTS MONEY TO FEED MARS 


•urepean Conflicts Have Been Extra- 


ordinarily Costly to the People 


Who Paid fer Them. 


War cost Europe from tbe beginning 


of the nineteenth century up to Au- 
gust, 1014, about 65,000,000,000 francs, 
or not half of what the belligerent 
powers have already expended during 
the present conflict, according to statis- 
tics compiled by Edmond Thery, tbe 
French economist, and published In an 
article written to Indicate the progres- 
sion of the cost of war. 


The 15 years of war waged by Napo- 


leon Increased tbe public debt ot 
France by 588,000,000 francs, white tbe

1.800,000,000,

Great Britain spent 1,550,000,000 In the 
Crimean, while that war cost Austria

liberation of Italy.

000,000,000 on the war of 1870, Includ 
tog 5,000,000,000 francs Indemnity palt 
by France to Germany. The war of 
187T-78 against Turkey cost Russia 
about 2,700,000,000 francs, while she 
spent 6,800,000,000 In the war with 
Japan as against 4,500,000,000 spen 
by, Japan.

In 
scattered country communities this ha 
been difficult. 
However, tbe federa 


health authorities tackled tbe big prob- 
lem and succeeded In reducing typhoid 
deaths by removing the causes of wa 
ter pollution. In Berkely county 
West Virginia, typhoid cases were re- 
duced from 249 In 1014 to 40 In 1015 
In .Orange county, North Carolina 
cases were reduced from 68 to V 


It was found that typhoid was 


caused in-most cases by using water 
from polluted wells and that tbe pollu- 
tion came from sources that were eas- 
ily stopped. Ignorance of the causes 
of disease was the great reason for 
Its previous prevalence. The officer 
found that when the causes of typhol 
were pointed out. there was general In- 
clination to remedy them.
